under existing conditions, the Canadian indusiry cannot compete successfully 
with the mills of Great Britain and the continent of Europe. So the tariff 
should be raised in order to restrict such importation’ into Canada or keép 
them out altogether. ; ° 

But could the Canadian millsswecceed if the tariff was made twice as high 
as it now is? According to the authority quoted in the review already re- 
ferred to, Canadian mills are’ every bit as efficient as those of Yorkshire, that 
climatically Canada is well adapted to the business of spinning and weaving. 
and that our Canadian workmen and workwomen are equally well qualified for 
the work. Then what is the difficulty? 

In the first place, it is stated that the sheep raising industry in Canada has 
been sadly neglected, that we should have twenty million sheep instead of two 


million, and in this connection it is pointed out that Great Britain in her small | 


aren supports twenty-four million. As a consequence Canadian mills are 
forced to import their raw materials, for which no less than $35,000,000 was 
paid in 1922. 

The second difficulty confronting the Canadian mills is said to be the cost 
of-labor, and it is pointed out that wages paid in the textile mills of Great 
Britain aré only one-half those paid in- Canada, while on the Continent wages 
for these workers are only one-quarter of what is paid in this country, and, 
Jnasmuch as the labor bills in these mills approximates the cost of raW ma- 
terials, that it is easy to figure out why Canadian mills cannot compete suc- 
cessfully with Brilish and foreign mills. 

In,the third place it is pointed out that the tariff on woollens and knit 
goods entering Canada has been lowered rather than raised during recent 
yeurs. is ; 

What the Canadian textile-industry lacks, therefore, as ét>forth in this 
review, is home-grown raw materials, cheap labor and sufficient protection 
against British and foreign goods. 

There are two ways by which cheaper labor can ‘be secured in Canada. 
One is by reducing the higher standard of living prevailing in Canada as com- 
pared with Great, Britain and the Continent, but the Canadian workman and 
workwoman do not. wish to have their standard ef living lowered, nor do the 
people of Canada as a whole desire it. Such a retrograde step would never 
be welcomed in this country. It would be bad business for the whole 
Dominion, : 

The other way is to reduce the tariff on all those things which the workers 
must buy, and thus, while not reducing the standard of living, reduce ils pres- 
ent abnormally high costs. If it did not cost the worker so much to live in 
decency, provide for and educate his children and make provision fer -his old 
age, he could afford to accept a somewhat lower wage. But so long as the 


worker bas to pay top prices for everything he must buy, just so long must. 


he be paid higher wages, and higher wages than in Great Britain and elsewhere 
where artificial méans are not employed to protect industries and thereby 
increase the ‘cost of living for everybody¥. 

And how is the sheep raising industry in Canada to be encouraged? Much 
us they believe in tariff protection for themselves, the textile manufacturers 
would hardly welcome the imposition of high tariff duties on raw wool. Their 
eomplaint is that they have to pay too niuch now, and they want to be able 
to get the home-grown article in sufficient quantiiies at lower prices. 
how is the Canadian sheep raiser to increase his flocks and produce large 
guantities of cheaper wool, and at the same time be forced to buy clothing, 
Jumber, hardware, boots and shoes, food and other supplies in a highly pro- 
tected market and pay the high wages necessary to his employees Jikewise 
forced to buy in “that-self-same- protected market with its resultant high 
prices for everything? 2 

Protection through tariffs is not a principle. It is ariificial and unsound. 
What is one man's raw material is another man’s finished product, and the 
moment protection afforded to the one to help his particular branch of in- 
dustry it works injustice on another, and when he, in turn, is. protected, an 
injustice is perpetrated on a third person or industry. 
comes a vicious circle. 

The textile industry furnishes a concrete example of this. Wool is the 
finished product of the sheep raiser. Protect it and you increase the cost of 
the raw material of the textile manufacturer... Woollen goods and yurns are 
the finished product of the manufacturer, but they are the raw materials, the 
necessities of life, of the average male and female worker. Protect them and 
the worker must demand more for his labor if he is to live in decency and 
comfort, And this labor is again the, raw material of both the sheep-raiser 
and the manufacturer. 

Piling up tariff protection will never ‘solve the difficulties of the textile 
industry, nor of any other indusiry.

Mr. N. B. Williams, of Abernethy, 
president of the organization, was one | 
of the most interesting speakers at 
this meeting and dealt with several 
topics of interest to his hearers. In 
regard to the financial condition of the 
farmers.this year Mr, Williams said: 

“At this time we meet under con- 
ditions somewhat different to those 
that have prevailed during the past 
few years; not that it can be said that 
there is a very marked improvement 
in the financial standing of the farm- 
ers as a whole or even of the business 
men of the province, yet I am con- 
vinced that the year 1925 opens with a 
more hopeful and more optimistic out- 
look all round than did the year 1924: 
Mortgage compafiies report that. ar- 
rears of interest are being gradually 


recent past; that jn many cases pay- 
ments on account of principal are be- 
ing received, and that, generally 
speaking, loans are in a rather more 
satisfactory condition on the whole 
than they were .twelve months ago. 
Banks and other financial institutions 
report a like improvement, and I take 
it that these reports indicate to some 
extent at least the beginning of a re- 
turn to more normal times, There is 
evidence from the reports of all 
classes of setailers that sales of lum- 
ber, farm implements, machinery, and 
all other ciasses of merchandise have 
been rather below normal during the 
past year, and this may go to prove 
one of two things: that people gener- 
ally are not buying because they can- 
not do so, or that they are curtailling 
their purchases to conform to thelr 
ability to pay pretty well in cash. for 
what they buy. I think the experi; 
ences’ of the past ten years in parti- 
cular have convinced most of us that 
credit can really be abused as well as 
used, and as a result of the curtalil- 
ment of credits on the part of vendors 
through both inclination -and neces- 
sity, combined with a legitimate de- 
sire on the part of the buying public 
to. use rather than abuse the credit 
system, sales have been placed more 
nearly on a cash basis than ever be- 
fore. —fhts-any'decline in the volume 
of business being done by retailers 
generally way not, after all, be proof 
positive that purchasers cannot buy 
but rather that they have resolved to 
buy what fh their opinion they ean pay 
for either ot the time of purchase or 
in the near future by a perfectly legl- 
timate use of the credit system.” 
About the Saskatchewan crop this 
year he made the following remarks: 
“Although some parts of Our prov- 
ince were favored with exceptionally 
good crops during the past season, 
particularly the great south country 
in whose good {prtune we all rejoice, 
it is to be regretted that many’ other 
portions experienced either partial or 
almost total failure largely because 


of unfavorable climatic conditions. 
Some districts suffered again from 
drought; disastrous hail storms in 


some sections ravaged or totally des- 
troyed the crops; while a cool dry 
summer’ resulting in late ripening sea- 
son, combiued with a severe frost on 
September first, reduced grades and 
ylelds in many instances to the point 
which is equally distant between the 
extremes of profit and loss and in 
others to a point where a loss on the 
production 6f the crop was the result. 
In other words, many crops that haa 
every appearance o& the 3lst day of 
August of being profitable to their 
owners, had to be regarded in an en- 
lirely different light on the 2nd day of 
September. Oat and barley crops ov 
lieavy lands were very materially af- 
fected by tris frost so that at the pres- 
ent moment good seed oats of high 
germination quality are at a premium. 
Even with all these drawbacks, the 
prices for all classes of grain during 
the past season, which have been 
muth above those of 1923, have had a 
stimulating effect, and to my mind, 
have been largely responsible for the 
more hopeful outlook which is now 
prevalent, ft is true that the closest 
possible, estimates, conservatively 
made, place the total value of the 
grain crops of the province at round- 
ly $11,000,000 less in 1924 than in 
1923, or a reduction of something over 
5 per cent., while the same estimates 
fix the value of the portion of the 
1924 crop that will be marketed, at 
about $20,000,000 less than in 1923, or 
a reduction of about 9 per cent, never- 
theless it cannot be denied that a net 
revenue of about $1,200 for 1,000 bush- 
els of wheat in 1924 as against $650 
fin 1928 can have only one effect upon 
the mind and will of the producer.” 

In regard to the wheat pool, he stat- 
ed that there was a great deal of dif- 
ference of opinion as to whether it 
would be a success or not, but it al- 
ways had to be borne in mind that no

In regard to mixed farming he had

‘It has sometimes beem said that we 
are wasting our time and energy to in- 
troduce a system of mixed farming 
into a province that is not naturally 
adapted to such a system, As one 
who for many years has been deeply 
interested in the work of our societies, 
I neither confirm nor deny that state- 
ment, except ina relative sense. Sure- 
ly the men who are carefully studying 
this question from year to year, and 
not only studying it but putting the 
matter to the test, should be in a posi- 
tion to express an int¢lligent opinion 
as to the extent to which it is‘ poss- 
ible to profitably supplement the grow- 
ing of grains with some other lines of 
diversified effort. In answer to this 
criticism (if criticism it may be call- 
ed), I would just like to quote a-few 
statistics regarding the growth in pro- 
duction of some farm products other 
than grains during the past twenty 
years, more or less. 


(a) In our own provittce the value 
of dairy products produced increased 
from something over $7,000,000 in 1914 
to over $19,000,000 in 1924. 


(b) In the three prairie provinces, 
the output of creamery .or factory but- 
ter in 1900 was 2,302,000 Ibs.; in 1910, 
5,748,000 Ibs.; in 1920, 26,000,000 Ibs.; 
and in 1923,. 39,347,000 Ibs.; an iIn- 
crease of 50 per cent. within the three 
years 1920-1923, which increase alone 
was more than double the total out- 
put of 1910. Home-made “or dairy 
butter has fully kept pace with the 
increase in the number of farms: In 
1900, 12,213,000 Ibs. and in 1923, 38,- 
608,000 Ibs.

: In vegard 40 the industries which 
support the commercial life of the Do- 
minion, Canada, like the United States, 
is strong in agriculture, in mining, in 
forest industries, in fisheries and in 
waterpower development, while manu- 
facturing is by no means backward 
Of these six major forms of enterprise 
there are only two which Canada, in 
proportion to her population, has de- 
veloped to a lesser degree’ than the 
United States—manufacturing and 
mining. 

Canada has already become a con- 
siderable manufacturing country, par- 
ticularly in such\ lines as the manu- 
facture of foodstuffs and wood pro- 
ducts, If has also developed’ large 
industries in almost every g@her line 
of manufacturing, particularly  tex- 
tiles, iron and steel. It may be of in- 
terest to trose who look upon Canada 
as being largely an agricultural coun- 
try to learn that in some years the 
output of manufactured products ex- 
ceeds in value the total production’ of 
agriculture. With, however, a Wealth 
of raw materials of almost every des- 
cription available within her borders, 
with good transportation. facilities, 
and with remarkable supplies of cheap 
power, Canadian manufacturing 1s 
sure to make great headway in. the 


- coming years. 


Canadian mining has fully as great 
a variety of mineral wealth to dray 
upon and probably an even greater 
mineralized area to exploit than Amer- 
ican mining. But a great portion of 
Canada still remains to be prospect 
ed. Huge areas,of exceptional prom- 
ise. geologically, have hardly been 
traversed, ‘The discoveries that 
have been made within the last gen- 
eration indicate that in the near future 
Canada will be relatively jugt as strong 
in mining as, or stronger than, the 
United States is today.
